GENERAL  REPORT 

Submitted  herewith  is  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  endin;;:  June  30,  1938: 

POPULATION 

The  daily  average  population  for  the  year  was  136,  fourteen  more  than  the 
previous  year.  Seventy-one  new  boys  were  received  during  the  year,  against 
sixty-nine  the  year  before  and  but  forty-eight  in  1936.  The  average  age  of  new 
boys  received  was  a  trifle  over  fifteen  years,  and  the  average  length  of  stay  of 
boys  paroled  was  nineteen  months.  The  population  of  the  school  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  was  112  and  at  the  last  of  the  year  137.  Tables  No.  1,  2  and 
3  show  the  movement  of  population,  cause  of  commitment  and  from  what 
counties  boys  were  received. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  discipline  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  It  is  maintained  almost  entirely 
by  loss  of  privileges,  loss  of  merits  and  but  very  little  corporal  punishment  is 
necessary.  The  discipline  is  not  too  rigid  and  does  not  become  irksome,  and  by 
keeping  order  and  taking  care  of  the  small  things  as  they  come  up  but  very  few 
cases  of  any  serious  nature  occur. 

HEALTH,  SCHOOLS  AND  SHOPS 

No  serious  cases  of  illness  have  occurred  during  the  year.  One  boy  was  in- 
jured while  at  work,  due  to  carelessness  and  not  obeying  instructions.  It  was 
necessary  to  hospitalize  him  for  several  weeks  and  an  operation  was  necessary, 
but  he  is  apparantly  making  a  good  recovery.  An  Indian  boy,  who  was  returned 
to  the  School  by  the  Agency  at  Ronan  on  June  7th  for  instruction  in  the  shoe- 
making  trade,  on  June  16th  attempted  suicide  by  slashing  his  throat  and  arms 
with  a  small  shoe  knife.  His  attempt  was  not  successful  and  his  recovery  rapid, 
and  he  is  again  back  at  the  School  from  the  hospital.  He  is  a  boy  who  froze  his 
legs  two  years  ago,  necessitating  amputation  below  the  knees.  Artificial  limbs 
were  supplied  him  by  the  Indian  Agency  and  he  is  able  to  get  around  quite 
nicely  by  the  slight  use  of  crutches.  He  is  depraved  and  ignorant  and  he  al- 
ways has  been  rather  despondent  and  the  only  excuse  he  gives  for  his  attempt  at 
suicide  is  that  he  does  not  care  to  live  any  longer.  He  quite  evidently  is  insane. 
Other  members  of  his  family  have  been  in  Warm  Springs  and  we  have  request- 
ed permission  of  the  Indian  Agency  to  have  him  committed  to  the  Insane  Hos- 
pital at  Warm  Springs.  All  new  boys  are  given  the  Wasserman  test  upon  admis- 
sion. But  one  positive  case  has  been  detected.  This  is  a  congenital  case  and  is  to 
be  given  treatment.  The  physician  advised  that  his  case  is  not  communicable. 

All  boys  attending  school  were  given  mental  tests,  the  Henmon-Nelson  test, 
and  all  new  boys  are  given  this  test  very  soon  after  admission.  The  report  of 
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Mr.  Estes,  high  grades  teacher,  gives  an  account  of  progress  in  the  grade  school. 
Sixteen  boys  attended  the  Custer  County  High  School  the  past  year  and  their  re- 
cords were  excellent.  School  for  the  small  boys  was  conducted  for  nine  months, 
and  about  eight  and  one-half  months  for  the  larger  boys.  There  being  no  vacation 
periods  during  the  school  year,  our  boys  attend  school  practically  as  many  hours 
during  the  year  as  do  those  in  public  schools  and  apparently  derive  more  benefit 
than  they  would  had  they  been  attending  an  outside  school. 

The  shops  have  operated  the  same  as  usual  during  the  whole  year.  A  report 
from  each  shop  instructor  is  attached  hereto.  There  has  been  a  larger  group 
working  in  the  shops  than  for  the  past  two  years  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  is 
shown  in  this  work. 

FARM  AND  GARDEN 

Although  again  affected  by  the  drouth,  insects  and  hail,  the  last  season  we 
were  able  to  produce  practically  enough  vegetables  and  stock  feeds  for  our  own 
use.  The  crops  this  year  look  excellent  and  unless  something  unforeseen  occurs  we 
should  have  an  abundance  of  vegetables  and  feed.  More  moisture  has  fallen  than 
for  many  years,  and  the  country  is  green  and  prosperous  looking. 

GENERAL 

The  song  books  have  been  repaired  and  a  start  made  on  repairing  library 
books.  It  is  hoped  large  enough  funds  can  be  secured  from  the  next  legislature 
to  purchase  an  addition  to  our  library. 

Repairs,  painting,  etc.,  have  been  kept  up  the  past  year  and  material  has 
been  purchased  for  a  new  silo  to  be  built  soon  after  July  1st. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  our  staff  of  employees;  one  on  account  of 
illness  and  one  on  account  of  securing  another  better  paying  position.  These  places 
have  been  filled  and  on  the  whole  everything  is  running  along  very  smoothly  and 
quietly.  A  glance  at  the  financial  reports  attached  hereto  show  we  have  operat- 
ed within  our  appropriation  although  our  interest  and  income  funds  have  been 
much  smaller  than  for  years.  The  per  capita  cost  the  past  year  was  $1.28  as  a- 
gainst  $1.51  for  the  year  previous.  Unless  there  is  a  decided  increase  in  number 
of  boys,  our  budget  as  submitted  should  be  sufficient.

SCHOOL  OF  LETTERS 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  School  of  Letters  for  the  year 
ending  May  20,  1938. 

The  writer  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  twenty  boys  in  the  Eighth 
Grade,  augmented  to  twenty-six  before  the  end  of  the  term.  Of  these  two  were 
paroled,  two  were  not  permitted  to  enter  the  State  final  examination.  The  re- 
maining twenty-two  entered  the  State  final  examination,  eighteen  passing,  four 
failing.  The  Seventh  Grade  started  with  an  enrollment  of  fifteen  pupils,  this  be- 
ing increased  to  twenty.  Of  these,  three  were  paroled,  two  not  permitted  to  en- 
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ter  State  final  examination.  Fifteen  entered  the  State  final  examination,  thir- 
teen passing,  one  failing  entirely,  and  one  failing  in  Geography. 

Mr.  Coburn  had  at  the  beginning  of  school,  twelve  boys  in  the  Sixth  Grade, 
this  being  increased  to  twenty.  Of  these,  two  boys  were  paroled,  one  failed,  one 
was  demoted.  The  remaining  sixteen  were  promoted  to  the  Seventh  Grade. 

His  Fifth  Grade  was  composed  of  seven  pupils,  three  being  paroled  during 
the  term,  three  being  promoted,  one  failing. 

The  Fourth  Grade  was  composed  of  four  pupils  at  the  beginning  of  school, 
one  added  during  the  year.  Four  were  promoted,  one  failing. 

A  deaf  mute  attended  the  lower  grades  and  was  given  work  in  the  Third, 
Fourth  and  Fifth  Grades.  He  was  not  placed  in  any  particular  grade. 

Mrs.  McCoy's  school  was  composed  of  twenty-eight  boys,  the  smallest  boys 
of  the  School.  Of  these,  one  was  in  the  Eighth  Grade,  passing  the  State  final 
examination  creditably.  Five  were  in  the  Seventh  Grade,  four  passing  the  State 
final  examination  in  Physiology  and  Geography,  one  failing  in  Geography.  Two 
were  in  the  Sixth  Grade  but  were  not  promoted,  their  work  being  incomplete. 
Nine  were  in  the  Fifth  Grade,  seven  being  promoted,  two  retained.  Five  were 
in  the  Fourth  Grade,  four  promoted,  one  retained.  In  the  Third  Grade,  there 
were  two,  one  promoted  to  the  Fifth  Grade  conditionally,  and  one  retained. 
The  Second  Grade  was  composed  of  one,  and  the  First  Grade  of  three.  There 
were  no  promotions  in  these  grades. 

Sixteen  boys  were  permitted  to  attend  high  school  in  the  city,  none  falling 
by  the  wayside  this  year,  a  very  enviable  record.  Two  of  the  boys  were  on  the 
Honorable  list,  and  made  exceptionally  fine  grades.  One  was  permitted  to  at- 
tend the  State  Scholarship  Examinations  at  Bozeman.  There  were  no  gradu- 
ations this  year. 

Instruction  was  given  to  one  hundred  twenty-two  boys,  and  the  writer  feels 
fully  justified  in  making  the  statement  that  another  successful  school  year  has 
ended  to  the  credit  of  the  school.

PRINTING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

The  advances  made  by  the  boys  in  the  printing  department  during  the  past 
year  are  gratifying.  Of  the  ten  who  have  worked  in  the  shop  during  that  time, 
each  has  shown  a  distinct  interest  in  his  work,  and,  ages  considered,  all  have  pro- 
gressed rapidly. 

The  continued  use  of  the  I.  T.  U.  printing  lessons  has  been  of  much  benefit 
to  the  boys,  both  in  creating  interest  in  their  trade  and  in  the  explanation  of  ef- 
ficient methods  of  workmanship.  These  comprehensive  studies  take  the  beginner 
back  to  the  history  of  earliest  printing,  and  lesson  by  lesson,  carry  him  up  to  the 
present  day  methods  used  in  modern  shops. 

At  present  there  are  but  four  boys  occupied  in  the  shop,  due  to  others  being 
paroled  or  on  vacation.  The  duties  of  these  boys,  besides  the  regular  studies  of 
the  printing  lessons,  is  of  a  practictly  nature  that  familiarizes  them  with  the  me- 
chanics and  operation  of  print  shop  devices.  Thus,  actual  practice  along  with  stud- 
ies of  lessons,  compiled  by  expert  typographical  craftsmen,  enables  the  student 
to  advance  much  more  rapidly  than  he  would  in  the  ordinary  commercial  shop. 
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More  than  sixty  printed  forms  are  required  for  the  operation  of  this  institu- 
tion. These,  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  are  printed  in  the  School  shop  by 
the  boys  who  work  at  the  printing  craft.  No  printing  of  a  commercial  nature  is 
done  here. 

Shop  equipment  has  been  well  cared  for  and  is  in  as  good  condition  as  possi- 
ble, considering  that  the  machinery  is  worn  from  years  of  use.  A  fairly  good  as- 
sortment of  display  type  has  been  purchased  within  the  past  two  years,  which 
makes  possible  the  production  of  good  specimens  of  job  work.  However,  the  han- 
dicap under  which  shop  operations  are  conducted  without  the  use  of  a  typesetting 
machine  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized.  It  is  difficult  to  prepare  a  youth  who 
expects  to  follow  up  the  trade  after  leaving  here,  for  the  conditions  he  must  ex- 
pect to  meet  in  modern  printing  plants  elsewhere.  Even  the  smallest  shop  is  now 
days  equipped  with  a  typesetting  machine.  As  is  known,  this  machine  has  revol- 
utionized printing.  Without  an  opportunity  to  study  such  a  machine  the  appren- 
tice is  under  a  handicap  if  he  is  to  continue  after  leaving  the  School.  A  typeset- 
ting machine  also  would  be  a  boon  to  youngsters  who  are  physically  handicapped 
to  the  extent  of  not  being  able  to  properly  use  their  lower  limbs,  as  work  on  the 
machine  can  be  done  sitting  down. 

The  Boys'  Messenger  was  signally  recognized  this  year  in  the  state  contest 
for  school  newspapers,  which  was  conducted  at  the  University  of  Montana  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Montana  Interscholastic  Editorial  Association.  Our  paper 
took  first  place  in  its  class.  Its  publishers,  the  printing  students,  were  also  very 
much  pleased  with  a  personal  letter  of  congratulation  from  Dean  A.  L.  Stone  of 
the  University  School  of  Journalism.  A  number  of  other  fine  letters  of  commen- 
dation upon  their  work  on  the  paper  were  received.  Acknowledgment  of  them  is 
hereby  made. 

The  School  paper  is  sent  to  all  state  and  county  officials,  to  the  families  of 
boys  at  the  School,  the  paroled  boys,  and  to  a  lengthy  exchange  list  of  papers 
over  the  United  States  published  by  schools  of  a  similar  nature  of  this  one. 

Shop  records  reveal  that  more  than  93,000  impressions  were  made  on  the 
shop  presses  during  the  year.

SHOE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

During  the  past  year  eight  boys  have  been  detailed  to  this  department. 
Three  of  them  were  sent  home.  They  could  do  fairly  good  repair  work  but  did 
not  have  enough  experience  to  do  nice  work  nailing  bottoms  on  new  shoes.  One 
one  of  the  five  boys  I  have  now  is  about  at  the  same  point  as  the  three  boys 
that  were  sent  home.  The  other  four  boys  are  all  beginners  and  seem  to  be 
anxious  to  learn,  but  not  able  to  do  much. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  made  115  pairs  of  work  shoes,  52  pairs  of  dress 
shoes.  We  have  also  repaired  760  pairs  of  shoes  besides  balls,  gloves,  harness, 
trunks  and  several  other  things. 

We  have  on  hand  270  pairs  of  new  work  shoes,  177  pairs  of  dress  shoes,  178 
pairs  of  slippers,  and  86  pairs  of  old  shoes.

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MANUAL  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

As  usual,  this  department  has  been  very  busy  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  eighteen  boys  have  received  instruction  in  manual  training. 
Previous  to  vacation  the  shop  had  an  enrollment  of  fourteen.  At  the  present  time 
eleven  boys  are  detailed  to  the  shop.  Five  boys  from  Company  A  and  six  from 
Company  E.  All  the  boys  that  entered  the  shop  completed  the  necessary  exer- 
cises in  joinery  and  wood- turning.  They  also  become  adapted  to  the  use  of  all  the 
machinery  in  the  shop. 

The  safety  record  of  the  shop  was  broken  when  two  of  the  boys,  due  to 
youth's  disregard  to  follow  instructions  to  the  full  extent,  suffered  major  injur' 
ies,  which  at  first  appeared  to  be  serious.  Fortunately  the  two  fully  recovered. 

The  winter  months  are  devoted  mainly  to  manual  training  instruction  and 
shop  work.  During  the  summer  months  outside  painting,  new  jobs,  and  repairs 
are  taken  care  of. 

The  following  articles  were  made  in  the  shop  this  year: 

Hog  scraping  platform;  four  library  book  trays,  one  for  each  company; 
ironing  board;  desk  for  Company  C  teacher's  room;  two  book  shelves  for 
Company  C  schoolroom;  storage  cabinet  for  tailor  shop;  storage  cabinet  for 
print  shop;  five  culverts  for  the  farm;  two  mixing  boards,  one  for  each  kitchen; 
twenty  articles  for  display  room;  four  feed  troughs  for  the  hog  house;  two 
storm  sashes  for  Company  C  school  teacher's  room. 

Various  articles  were  made  and  repaired  for  individuals  and  churches,  the 
labor  being  donated.  These  include: 

Gun  case  for  Mr.  Barton;  sewing  case  for  Mrs.  McKay;  repaired  chair-rock- 
er for  Dr.  Winter;  five  knocked  down  tables  for  Presbyterian  Church;  four 
pedestals  and  two  collection  boxes  for  the  Catholic  Church 

The  following  places  were  painted  during  the  past  year:

boys'  building,  outside;  hospital,  outside;  barn,  north  place;  fire  escapes;  bath- 
rooms, first  and  second  floor,  office   building;    officers'   kitchen,    office   building.

North  end  of  gymnasium,  over  plunge;  industrial  building;  boys'  kitchen; 
boiler  house;  laundry  and  garage;  boys'    building;    creamery;    implement   shed. 

Repaired  for  year: 

Chest,  desk  and  book-case;  Company  C  schoolroom  map-case  and  maps 
reconditioned;  low  grades  map-case  and  maps  reconditioned;  renovated  boys' 
dining  room  buff"et;  placed  new  rubber  matting  and  brass  nosing  on  stairs  in 
boys'  building;  oiled  gymnasium  floor;  extended  two  garages;  new  door  on  one 
garage;  baseball  bats;  chairs  and  tables  for  boys'  dining  room;  repaired  and 
repainted  some  some  of  the  storm  sashes,  fly  screen  sa.shes  and  doors;  new  wire 
mesh  placed  on  second  floor  porches  of  office  building  and  boys'  building. 

Concerning  the  boys  detailed  to  this  department,  ten  have  shown  the  proper 
aptitude  for  the  type  of  work  done  in  the  shop,  the  remaining  ones  displayed  a 
passive  interest. 

Mr.  Dorr  has  always  shown  considerable  interest  in  the  shop's  equipment, 
and  whenever  possible  purchases  needed  power  tools  to  keep  the  shop  modern. 
Due  to  adverse  financial  condition  no  new  tools  wtre  purchased  this  year.

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TAILORING  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

Eighteen  boys  have  received  instruction  in  this  department  during  the  past 
year.  Of  this  number,  five  have  been  paroled,  and  one  became  of  age.  At  present 
there  are  twelve  boys  working  in  the  tailor  shop.  Nearly  all  of  them  are  very  apt 
scholars  and  willing  workers. 

The  work  has  been  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  the  only  difference 
is  that  in  the  making  of  parole  suits  we  have  been  making  a  great  many  sport  coats 
instead  of  all  plain  ones.  All  sorts  of  plaited,  belted  and  latticed  backs  have  been 
tried  with  success.  This  makes  the  work  more  interesting,  also  gives  more  of  a 
variety  for  boys  to  choose  from.  A  boy  having  his  suit  made  has  his  own  choice 
of  style  and  color.  We  also  have  made  double-breasted  coats. 

The  uniforms  have  been  repaired,  measured  and  dry  cleaned  twice  during  the 
past  year. 

All  boys  have  been  measured  twice  during  the  year,  so  that  we  may  be  better 
able  to  furnish  each  one  with  better  fitting  clothes.

MEDICAL  REPORT 

GARBERSON  CLINIC 

MILES  CITY  MONTANA 

JUNE  30,  1938 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President, 
State  Industrial  School, 
Miles  City,  Montana. 

Dear  Mr.  Dorr: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  report  as  school  physician  for  the  Industrial 
School  at  Miles  City  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30th,  1938. 

During  this  period  thirty-seven  tonsillectomies  were  performed  at  the 
school  hospital,  and  ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  two  cases  of  mumps  were 
treated  in  isolation  at  the  school.  A  number  of  minor  ailments  and  injuries  were 
treated  at  the  school,  and  several  of  the  boys  were  taken  care  of  at  our  clinic 
for  various  illnesses,  among  them  one  case  of  pituitary  infantalism. 

On  account  of  the  seriousness  of  the   conditions,    I    found    it    necessary    to 
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furnish  outside  hospitalization  for  sixteen  cases  during  the  year,  two  cases  of 
pneumonia,  and  one  eye  injury,  one  hemorrhage,  one  case  of  appendicitis 
treated  medically;  surgical  cases  taken  care  of  there  as  follows:  Three  fractures, 
one  ruptured  bowel;  three  hernia,  and  four  appendectomies. 

The  boys  have  been  immunized  against  small  pox  and  diphtheria,  and  there 
have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases.  Wassermann  tests  have 
been  taken  on  the  boys  as  they  have  been  admitted  to  the  school,  and  a  positive 
report  received  on  one  case.  The  health  of  the  boys  generally  has  been  good 
throughout  the  year,  and  sanitary  conditions  have  been  maintained.

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PAROLE   DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Parole  Officer  for  the  Montana  State  In- 
dustrial School  for  the  past  fiscal  year: 

The  satisfactory  progress  of  the  majority  of  the  boys  on  parole  has  been 
apparent  over  the  past  year.  An  industrial  and  economic  recession  over  the 
country  in  recent  months  has  made  it  increasingly  difficult  to  place  boys  on 
steady  jobs.  However,  a  number  of  boys  who  before  had  not  been  able  to  secure 
gainful  employment  have  been  placed,  and  many  are  now  occupied  at  useful 
and  responsible  positions. 

There  are  at  this  time  203  boys  en  full  and  conditional  parole.  Of  these 
there  are  twenty-one  who  will  return  to  the  School  to  resume  their  studies  when 
the  next  school  term  begins.  A  number  of  the  boys  on  parole  are  employed 
locally  and  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this  department.  Seventy  boys 
attained  their  majority  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

There  were  thirty-eight  boys  paroled  during  the  past  year.  Twelve  boys 
were  returned  to  the  School  for  violation  of  parole.  However,  these  twelve 
represent  a  number  of  the  total  on  parole  as  given  above,  and  are  not  neces- 
sarily of  those  paroled  the  past  year.  This  return  represents  approximately  6 
per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  boys  on  parole,  which  is  a  very  low  compara- 
tive figure. 

There  are  about  fifty  boys  on  parole  outside  of  the  state.  These  are  fairly 
prompt  in  making  their  reports,  and  evidence  is  that  they  are  for  the  most  part 
making  good  progress.  It  is  financially  impossible  for  this  department  to  at  all 
times  check  accurately  on  boys  who  are  long  distances  from  this  state. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  boys  are  employed  on  government  projects  in  this  and 
adjoining  states.  These  youths  are  almost  unanimously  doing  well,  and  a  number 
have  been  rewarded  with  places  of  responsibility  with  their  employers. 

Restrictions  in  the  naval  and  marine  service  of  the  government  make  it 
almost  impossible  for  boys  who  have  been  committed  to  this  School  to  qualify 
for  entry. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  army  regulations  and  re- 
quirements for  entry  into  public  works  projects  have  been  broadened  somewhat 
in  their  interpretation  of  Schools  of  this  type,  and  consequently  it  recently  has 
been  easier  for  them  to  find  such  employment.  There  are  still  advantages  to  be 
desired,  however,  and  this  department  will  continue  in  its  efforts  toward  that 
end,  whether  successful  or  not 

The  Parole  Officer  has,  wherever  it  was  at  all  possible,  contacted  the 
families  and  employers  of  boys  on  parole,  as  well  as  the  boys  themselves.  This 
has  worked  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all  concerned.  Families,  guardians  and 
prospective  employers  of  boys  about  to  be  released  from  the  School  are 
contacted  in  advance  by  the  Parole  Officer.  These  persons  are  advised  of  .  the 
requirements  of  both  themselves  and  the  boy  who  is  about  to  become  their 
charge.  These  pre-visits  tend  to  establish  friendly  relationship  and  a  broader 
understanding  between  all,  and  to  make  clear  things  that  later  might  cause 
misunderstandings. 

Employers  of  boys  on  parole  report  their  satisfactory  progress  far  in  excess 
of  the  contrary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Parole  Officer  has    travelled    49,000    miles    in    the 
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official  discharge  of  his  duties.  He  has  made  calls  in  every  county  of  the  state 
where  paroled  boys  or  their  relatives  live.  This  department  has  received  more 
than  1,500  reports  from  paroled  boys  in  the  past  twelve  months.  This  is  evidence 
of  the  success  of  the  policy  of  making  periodical  personal  visits. 

The  number  of  reports  mentioned  here  does  not  include  the  vast  number  of 
personal  letters  received  by  officers  other  than  those  of  the  parole  department, 
as  hardly  may  a  day  pass  that  some  member  of  the  School  faculty  does  not  re- 
ceive good  letters  from  some  boy  who  may  have  been  in  his  charge  while  at  the 
School.  These  letters  usually  reflect  a  sincere  appreciation  for  the  things  done 
for  the  writer  while  he  was  here,  and  express  thanks  for  the  opportunities  af- 
forded him  while  a  ward  at  the  institution. 

Acknowledgment  of  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  by  state,  county,  city, 
federal,  judical  and  juvenile  officers  throughout  the  state  is  hereby  made,  and 
a  deep  sense  of  apprecibtion  expressed.  At  no  time  has  assistance  been  denied 
the  department  where  one  of  the  boys  of  this  School  was  involved. 

The  whole-hearted  support,  cooperation  and  consideration  given  to  this  de- 
partment by  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  President  Dorr  and  each  officer 
of  the  School  is  deeply  appreciated  by  the  paroled  boys  and  by  the  Parole  Officer.

All  type  was  set  by  hand;  all  imposition,  lockup,  proof  reading, 
correcting,  make-ready,  press  work,  press  feeding,  scoring  of 
cover,  folding,  assembling,  binding  and  trimming  was  done  by 
boys  with  little  more  than  one  year's  experience  at  the  trade. 
The  report  is  representative  of  the  type  of  work  accomplished 
in  this  department. 

This  acknowledgment  is  made  in  recognition  of  the  honest 
effort  and  whole-hearted  interest  that  went  in  the  producing  of 
the  report.  Each  boy  who  worked  on  its  publication  made  his 
own  special  effort  that  the  product  would  be  one  of  which  he 
was  proud.  The  work  is  commendable.
